FORGERY COUNTS 


Former Solicitor of Al- 
bany City Court Charged 
With Using Fictitious 
Names To Obtain Money 


ALBANY, Ga., Sept. 19.---(4)-—1t 
was announced here today that, the 
Dougherty county grand jury has in- 
dicted R. E. L. Spence, Jr., former 
solicitor of the city county of Al- 
bany, on three forgery counts. If is 
alleged that the former court official 
forged mortgages to property for fic- 
titious persons on buildings in Al- 
bany, forwarded forged loan applica- 
tions and real, photographs of the 
property to a loan company, and that 
when the checks for the loans came, 
he forged the names of the fictitious 
borrowers to the loan drafts and cash- 
ed them. Several grand juries have met 
and adjourned since Spence disappear- 
ed from Albany, in December, 1927, 
but for some reason the accusations 
against him were never presented. It 
was not announced why the belated 
proceedings were instituted. 

Spence was missing more than a 
year before it was finally learned 
that he was serving an enlistment in 
the army under an assumed name al 
Laredo,. Texas, in April, 1929. He 
surrendered to officers at that place 
at that time and announced that he 
was willing to return to Albany and 
face any charges that might be pend- 
ing against him, but Sheriff O. F. 
Tarver was forced to wire the Texas 
officers that he beld no warrant or 
indictment against the former Albany 
man, and Spence was returned to the 
army. It is understvod that he later 
secured a discharge from the military 
service.

ings, or your favorite meat loaf might 
be baked in ring form and filled with 
a savory sauce, such as tomato, creole, 
brown celery, tangy horseradish or a 
spicy mustard sauce. 

For the fish loaf use two cups of 
flaked fish free of skin and bones 
(use two forks to prepare it) two 
chopped hard cooked eggs and a tea- 


spoon of anchovy paste. Make a 
thick sauce with three tablespoons 
butter, four of flour and a cup of 
milk. Season with salt and pepper, 
blend with fish and add two egg 
whites, slightly beaten. Pack into the 
buttered mold, cover with ‘oiled paper 
(easily held in place with a rubber 
band or a piece of twine) and steam 
for 30 minutes. This may be done 
in a pan of water, covered, in the 
oven, in a regular steamer over the 
fire, or in the pan itself if the mold 
rests on several folds of paper to keep 
contents from sticking. The cover 
must fit close to hold in the steam. 

An agreeable sauce for this loaf is 
made by creaming one-fourth cup of 
butter with two egg yolks, then add- 
ing slowly a tablespoon of lemon 
juice, seasoning of salt and pepper 
and a third of a cup of ‘boiling wa- 
ter. Stir constantly over boiling wa- 
ter until as thick as custard, add a 
little cayenne, some minced parsley, 
and small pieces of tomato, prefer- 
ably fresh. A cream sauce with the 
egg yolks may take the place. of this 
richer and more sophisticated mix- 
ture, unless one is expert in such 
matters. 

In turning out the contents of a 
ring mold slip the spatula carefully 
under and all the way around the 
mold. Loosen well at one spot. Then 
invert gently onto the serving dish 
which is hot or cold, according to 
usage. Allow a few minutes for con- 
tents to drop, tapping gently if neces- 
sary. Haste in turning ott may ruin 
the appearance. However, if the top 
is broken at all, either cover the 
places with suitable garnish or pour 
some sauce over the top as though 
an intentional finish. Any small 
cracks may be coaxed together with 
the spatula. 

Simple foods become quite preten- 
tious with ring mold aid, and small 
amounts are extended by this method. 
Plain hash in the border mold is 
truly glorified when filled with a gay 
vegetable like buttered beets, or pars- 
ley sprinkled carrots. Quarters of 
tomato as a border compliment the 
golden carrot filling, or cauliflower 
flowerets may surround the beet cen- 
tered ring. Halves of stuffed eggs 
always arouse interest when alternat- 
ed with spicy pickles. Cucumber 
sauce is exceptionally good with a 
fish loaf. A rich brown sauce con- 
taining: chopped pickle and capers is 
fine with the meat loaf. Buttered 
noodles or flaky rice may surround 
a meat ring with a vegetable in the 
center making a one dish dinner 
course. Buttered peas, diced turnip, 
beans (green or lima) and_ smali 
onions are all excellent fillers. 


Another variation for hot meat serv- 
ice is to pack the mold with cooked 
rice, noodles or mashed potato, which 
has been bound together first with 
beaten egg. Ten minutes in the wa- 
ter bath sets the egg and the tender 
ring is filled with cubed or sliced 
meat in a rich gravy and the creamy 
surface is lightened with paprika and 
some delicate sprigs of parsicy. Use 
tomato sauce for veal, curry for lamb, 
delicate cream sauce for ham, mush- 
room for chicken and a brown sauce 
of steck for beef. 

This only suggests a few of the 
many dishes made effective by ring 
mold service. Others will follow an- 
other time.

Jones then was arrested and 
Francis P. McCarthy, another guard, 
was sent for. 

Upon MeCarthy’s arrival Dr. Ir- 
win protested at the arrest of his 
friend and at the height of the quar- 
rel, it was testified, McCarthy drew 
a blackjack and struck the physician 
repeatediy. Dr. Ritter Ansel, anoth- 
er physician who was in the quar- 
tet. testified that when he had identi- 
fied himself and attempted tv admin- 
ister aid to the injured man McCarthy 
kept him away with a revolver. 

Magistrate Ford was visibly angry 
as he listened to the evidence. He 
imposed a nonrinal $2 fine on Jones 
for possessing the liquor.

In the current issue of the Mar- 
ket Bulletin, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Eugene Talmadge puts it 
Squarely up to the tobacco growers 
of the state as to whether or not 
they are willing to continue at the 
mercy of the buyers, or whether by 
organizing they will themselves take 
hold of the reins.

Germany’s Oil Possibilities 
Brought to Attention of Many 
People by Harry F. Sinclair's 
Announced Intention of 
Entering That Field on 
an Extensive Produc- 
tion Scale. 


The statement of Harry F. Sinclair, 
oil magnate, that he and his asso- 
ciates expect to enter the German oil 
field on an extensive production scale 
in the immediate future, putting mil- 
lions of dollars into development work, 
will come as a surprise to many peo- 
ple who have never known that Ger- 
many possessed any oil possibilities.

It 
was expected that their territory, 
1,600,000 acres in the north German 
plain, was that Mr. Sinclair intended 
to take over. 

But T. W. Pettigrew, developer of 
the North European Oil Company, 
who is at present in the United States, 
denies any negotiations are pending 
with the Sinclair group. 

“The properties of our company,” 
said Mr. Pettigrew to the writer, 
“were assembled after several years 
of work at an expenditure of nearly 
$2,000,000. They are not for sale 
and no negotiations are pending with. 
Harry F. Ninclair and his associates.” 

Mr. Pettigrew is one of those who 
has utmost confidence in Germany as 
a future oil producer. “Germany, in 
he ‘stated emphatically, 
“will be the next big oil development 
in the world. Already three German 


oil fields are producing a total of 
4,000 to 5,000 barrels a day.” 


Savings deposits last year were 
showing a drop.

But such news does 
not please William Trufant Foster, 
director of the Pollak foundation for 
economic research. 

He thinks “a penny’saved is a 
ny lost under present conditions.’ 

Before the National Retail Jewel- 
ers’ Association, Dr. Foster said that 
if evervbody in the United States 
spent $5 a week more on the average 
than they have been spending “the 
business depression would be over in 
two weeks.” 

He attributed the decline in com- 

modity prices (which has dropped no 
less than 6 per cent in the last three 
months) to directly decreased con- 
sumer buying. 
_“Money must go back into circula- 
tion to finance consumption and a 
higher standard of living,” said Dr. 
Foster. “The glow of righteous satis- 
faction which many have felt in their 
recent savings should be replaced by 
the knowledge that thrift under cer- 
tain conditions is very wasteful. 

“More than any other thing at this 
moment the country needs buying of 
so-called luxuries, including jewelry. 
Conditions will never improve if buy- 
ing is confined to necessaries and that 
this situation, with its bearing on 
production and unemployment, has de- 
veloped reflects a lack of intelligent 
management of industry and finance 
as a whole.” 

Dr. Foster, former western college 
president, is co-author with Waddell 
Catchings of a number of books deal- 
ing with this subject, including 
“Money,” “The Road to Plenty,” and 
“Profits.” 

It is the theory of Dr. Foster that 
a constant and continuous flow of 
purchasing power is necessary’ to 
maintain the present standard of liy- 
ing, And anything that interferes is 
uneconomic and unsound,

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—(7)— 
Charges that former City Magistrate 
George F. Ewald bought his appoint- 
ment to the bench for $10,000 today 
resulted in the indictment of Ewald, 
his wife, Bertha,-and two other per- 
sons by a special grand jury. 

The Ewalds, indicted on three 
counts, were arraigned before Supreme 
Court Justice McCook soon after- 
ward and were held in $2,510 bond. 

Their attorneys were granted un- 
til Monday morning to bring in for 
arraignment the other two persons 
indicted—Martin J. Healy, Tammany 
district leader and resigned city offi- 
cial who allegedly received the $10,- 
000, and Thomas T. Tommaney, re- 
signed sheriff’s clerk, accused of act- 
ing as go-between in transferring the 
money. 

A statement from the office of the 
attorney general, who was empow- 
ered by Governor Roosevelt to inves- 
tigate the Ewald case, said the three 
crimes charged against the Ewalds 
are: 

“Requesting of Martin J. Healy 
the appointment of George F. Ewald 
as city magistrate of the city of New 
York, and with undertaking and with 
subsequently paying the sum of $10,- 
000 to Martin J. Healy, pursuant to 
and in connection with such request. 

_ “Making payment of valuable con- 
sideration, namely $10,000, to Martin 
J. Healy in consideration for and 
upon condition that George F. Ewald 
receive the appointment to the office 
of city magistrate. 

“In the third count, George F. 
Ewald is charged with the crime of 
accepting the appointment to the pub- 
lie office of city magistrate upon the 
payment of $10,000 to Martin J. 
Healy. Bertha Ewald is named as 
a principal in this crime in that 
George F. Ewald accepted the ap- 
pointment with direct and indirect 
counsels, commands and inducements 
of said Bertha Ewald, and in that 
she aided and abetted in the payment 
of the $10,000 to Martin J. Healy.” 

The specific charges against Healy 

and ‘Tommaney were not made pub- 
lie since they did not appear for ar- 
raignment.

WAYCROSS, Ga., Sept. 19.—Re- 
ports of depression in the leather in- 
dustry, which have been received 
with more than casual interest by 
Waycross and this section of Georgia, 
one of the largest hide shipping cen- 
ters in the United States, are con- 
siderably exaggerated, it is revealed 
by official statistics just issued by the 
department of commerce, based on 
certified reports from 4,036 dealers. 

In July of 1929 there were 1,- 
573,590 cattle hides (sides) made into 
leather, and in the same month of 
the present year there were 1,490),- 
462, the figures reveal. 

In July, 1929, there were 1,540,- 
391 small, calf and kips made into 
leather, as compared with 1,488,478 
in the same month of this year. 

These figures reveal a reduction of 
less than 10 per cent, which is con- 
sidered as favorable in view of the 
fact that 1929 was a boom year in 
the leather business. 

The shipment of cow hides, as well 
as valuable skins from a variety of 
animals, is an industry which brings 
an enormous revenue annually to this 
city and section.

* Closing prices on wheat in Chicago 
were nervous at but little above the 
day's bottom level, 1 1-4c to 1 3-4c 
lower than yesterday's finish. Corn 
closed 7-Se to 1 3-4c down, oats 5-8c 
to 1 1-4c off, and provisions show- 
ing 5c to 22c¢ decline. 

Among the fresh developments 
which pulled Chicago wheat prices 
down was word that the Liverpool 
market had lost its premium for near- 
hy deliveries. Besides, current ad- 
viees said Mediterranean countries are 
able to bring wheat from Black sea 
ports at a minimum of risk and ex- 
pense. Enlarged shipments of wheat 
from Australia were also announced, 
and on top of other depressing fac- 
tors was talk by a prominent Chi- 
eago trader who returned today from 
a five months’ trip in Europe, and 


said he found conditions abroad gen- | 


erally poor except in France. 

Only feeble rallying power was 
shown at any time today either by 
prices of wheat or corn, notwith- 
standing that official predictions were 
out for heavy frost tonight over the 
northwest, including South Dakota, 
and possible light frost in Nebraska. 
Some of the selling of Chicago wheat 
future deliveries was done on holders’ 
orders to stop losses at various set 
limits. Dry weather complaints from 
Argentina and Australia were virtual- 
ly ignored, and so likewise was the 
fact that Canadian country \market- 
ings of wheat for 24 hours totaled 
but 3,065,000 bushels against 4,651.,- 
OOO bushels a year ago, and domestic 
primary arrivals amounted to only 
1,536,000 bushels compared with 
1,749,000 bushels at this time last 
year.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—(4)—The 
stock market broke through the traces 
today under the pressure of the heav- 
iest selling since around the middle 
of August when nervousness over the 
drouth was at its height. 

At the close the price index of 90 
leading issues was off 3 points, the 
largest break since August 12. Sales 
totalled 2,947,000 shares, more than 
double yesterday's volume and the 
most substantial turnover since early 
last month. 

The shorts, who were active af the 
opening and through the early deal- 
ings, derived unexpected support from 


political disturbances either 
or were about to start 
in Germany, threatening the present 
government. This report, denied as 
quickly as the cableg could carry a 
denial, spread rapidly throughout the 
financial district and offerings, both 
from the bears and from alarmed 
holders who had purchased at high- 
er levels increased rapidly, with the 
result that turnover in the first two 
hours exceeded that for any full day 
this week with. the exception of Mon- 


day. ; 
Bears Gather Power. 

When concern over the German 
situation had been quieted trading 
slackened, but the bear drive had gath- 
ered such momentum that prices con- 
tinued to slip lower. The market turn- 
ed dull on intermittent attempt at 
a rally. Sporadic covering at the 
close reduced some of the extreme 
losses of 3 to 9 points, but net de- 
clines of 3 to 5 were numerous. 

The break, which punctured by a 
considerable margin the so-called re- 
sistance points at which stocks had 
been meeting support, gave evidence 
of the unsettled state of speculative 
sentiment, of the concern in some 
quarters over the failure of business 
to revive appreciably, and of the mar- 
ket’s recent inability to carry through

Bradstreet’s reported that trade news 
this week was a repetition of recent 
advices of “‘a continued moderate in- 
crease in fall purchasing,” althongh 
warm weather in some sections had 
retarded buying.

(NANA)—BHobby Jones said today 
that if he could pull through next 
Wednesday's tough schedule in the 
national amateur golf championship 
at Merion, he would have high hopes 
of final victory. 

This optimism was expressed de- 
epite the fact that Bobby is not in 
the best physical condition, though 
he won't admit it. He looks all right, 
but his friends say his stomach has 
been upset for the last four days. But 
the report that Bobby has appendi- 
citis is vigorously denied. 

Bébby talked of his chances in the 
tournament with his customary mod- 
esty today. 

“I feel I have been’ rather 
lucky so far in winning three 
championship this year (British 
open and amateur and American 
open), and naturally I'd like to 
make it four,” he said. 

“The luck of the draw will deter- 
mine a lot of things, of course. But I 
know everyone I play will be trying 
his level best to beat me. If I should 
qualify and win two 18-hole matches 
Wednesday, then I'll have high hopes 
of taking the championship. Wednes- 
day is the toughest day because of 
the two 18-hole matches.” 

EVANS HOLDS RECORD. 
Ever since the golf bug began to 

infest the land, only one man has 
been able to spreadeagle all opposi- 
tion and carry off the United States 
open and amateur championships in 
one season, up to now. That was 
Chick Evans, 

In 1916, when Jones was 14, 
Evans won the open at Mnikahda 
and the amateur at Merion. His 
feat has not been duplicated, al- 
though Jones has_ threatened 
twice to tie it.
